Will Send Message to Assembly 
Tonight—A. & M. Scheme 
May Be Sent to Council. 


Mayor Kiel said Tuesday that his 
message to the Municipal Assembly 
would insist definitely that the origi- 
nal Hines bond issue bill for $2,750,000 
be passed without amendment except 
the necessary postponement of the 
special ejection date from March 10.

the plan.

Uniess the Vounct] Railroads Com- 
mittee voluntarily reports the A. & 
M. leasing bill in the Council this 
afternoon, Councilman Fletcher says 
he will move to have it brought from 
committee and disposed of. It ig al- 
most certain the bill will be killed if 
forced to a vote. The A. & M. sup- 
porters in the House plan also to 
pass the $7,000,000 leasing scheme 
bill of the A. & M., to present to the 
Council with the choice of the lease 
or the A. & M. bond issug. 

Delegate Anthony P. Singer of the 
Twelfth Ward, a member of the Leg - 
islation Committee having in charge 
the Hines bill, said today he would 
favor a report on the bill tonight if 
no unforeseen reason suggests itself. 
Singer assured the Post-Dispatch a 
week ago that he was eager to com- 
plete the bridge and would vote for 
the first proposal making it possible, 
that came before the House. Singer 
voted with 14 others last Friday to 
sustain Speaker Gazgzolo’s ruling that 
choked off debate on the Hines bill. 

Jam still in favor of completing the 
bridge as quickly as possible and will 
not oppose the Hines bill if it comes 
from the committee today,” said Sing- 
er. “I would not care to say now 
whether I favor amending the bill to 
provide for the Alton & Mississippi 
approach.“ 


Byrne Against Himes Bl. 

Delegate Thomas M. Byrne of the 
Dighteenth Ward, who stated a week 
ago that he would vote for the first 
measure to complete the bridge, and 
subsequently voted with the majority to 
sustain Gazzolo’s ruling, made it clear 
today that he proposes to vote against 
the Hines bill unless it is amended. 

Tou must have misunderstood me a 
week ago, declared Byrne, “but I want 
you to understand now that I will vote 
against the Hines bill or any other bil) 
providing for the Reber approach. When 
1 voted to sustain Speaker Gazzolo the 
other night I was not trying to delay 
action on the Hines bill, but I will vote 
against 2t.“ 

Gazzole Tells His Attitude. 

Andrew Gazzolo Jr., Speaker of the 
House, outiined his position on the 
bridge situation to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today. 

“IT am still as eager as ever to com- 
plete the free bridge in a proper man- 
ner,“ he said. “I am not going to par- 
ticipate in any action to force a report 
from the committee having the bill in 
charge, because the men were on the 
joint conference body which threshed 
out the approach problem and are fa- 
miliar with its merits. I will vote for 
the recommendation of the committee 
to oompiete the bridge and I am not 
doing anything to delay action on any 
bill that is pending. rr 

In an interview a week ago Speaker 
Gazzolo said he was anxious to com- 
plete the bridge and would vote to sub- 
mit bonds for any reasonable propo- 
siaion brought before the House of Dele- 
gates.

It Is 
not the purpose of the President, it was 
made plein to the committee, to send 
any of the force under Rear Admiral 
Fletcher to Mexico Oity, in the event 
of disturbance there.

CANCER 1S CURED 


Testimony Before Mines Com- 
mittee in Interest of Conser- 
vation of Deposits. 


By Wire From the Washington B. 
reau of the Past-Dispateh. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—James G. 
Gray of Pittsburg, who suffered from 
a cancer and subjected himself to the 
radium treatment, appeared yesterday 
before the House Committee on Mines 
and told of the treatment he had under- 
gone. He has had 60,000 milligram 
hours’ treatment. The second largest 
dosage of radium of record is 41,600 


| milligram hours. 


Gray told how he was operated on 
three times in seven months last year, 
and each time the growth came back, 

“A few months later,“ he testified, 
the growth returned, and the radium 
treatment was applied in great quanti- 
ties, Almost immediately the malig- 
nant growth was checked. I have 
every reason to believe I am perma- 
nently cured of a cancer that could not 
be checked by the surgeon's knife.“ 

He said that the same radium wich 
Was used on him at night was used on 
other patients in the daytime, 

Testimony as to radium uses and the 
beds of ore from which the chemical is 
produced also was heard by the com- 
mittee, 

Dr. William H. Campbell, director of 
the radium clinic of Pennsylvania Hos- 
pital, said radium as a cure for cancer is 
still in an experimental stage, and its 
use in the treatment of internal cancer 
was fatal in a large percentage of cases. 

Dr. Campbell said two out of five of 
the cases treated ended fatally. 

He said that at the present price of 
radium, the cost to patients ought not 
to be prohibitive. I can treat patients 
at 4 cents per milHgram of radium per 
hour, on an investment of $5000 and 
double my money 99 a year,” he de- 
clared. 

Secretary of the Interior Lane told the 
committee the Government should 
withdraw radium. bearing lands and 
smash the monopoly“ which keeps ra- 
dium at ridiculously high prices.“

Competitors for St. Louis May

Up Old Costumes. 


The Public Library, the Missouri! His- 
torical Society, the book stores and cos- 
tume shops have been overrun, in the 
last few days, with inquiries about the 
kind of clothes worn in St, Louis at

St. Ange de 
Bellerive Period,” the custodians of in- 
formation have in several cases thrown 
up their hands. 

Costume Competition. 

All this asking of questions is. mei- 
dental to the costume competition for 
the St. Louis Pageant, to be held in 
Forest Park next May. The competi- 
tion will close Sunday. Monday the 
Costumes Committee will take up the 
work of judging the many designs sub- 
mitted. 

The resident members of the commit- 
tee are Arthur E. Bostwick, librarian 
of the Public Library; F. E. A. Cur- 
ley, curator of the City Art Museum, 
and J. L. Mauran, architect.

High Water Causes Heavy Dam- 
age in Southern California; 
Many Flee From Lowlands.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. nene Pa- 


cific Coast was emerging today from 
the grip of a storm that has drenched 
the entire region from the Canadian to 
the Mexican line. Reports place the 
death toll at eight. High water has 
caused much damage to property, par- 
ticularly in Southern California and 
railroad service in this State and in 
Nevada has been badly crippled. 


The rainfall yesterday in the southern 
part of the State was tremendous. At 
Pasadena the total for 4 hours amount- 
ed to nearly five inches. The Ventura 
River is on a faimpage and many 
bridges have been washed away, caus- 
ing a joss for that one item of more 
than $100,000. Several towns have been 
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partially submepged and hundreds of 
persons living in the lowlands have 
been forced to move. 

With the Kern River out of its banks 
and rain still failing, the situation at 


Bakersfield was regarded as critical. 
Close watch is being kept on the levee, 

The backbone of the storm has been 
broken north of the Tehachapi Moun- 
tains and the Sacramento and San Joa- 
quin rivers have tleared themselves of 
flood water that for a time caused fear 
for the safety of several towns. 


Through train service between San 
Francisco and Los Angeles has been 
impossible for 48 hours. Heavy snow- 
falls and washouts have tied up traffic 
in various parts of Nevada. A South- 
ern Pacific train is stalled between Wa- 
buska and Hazen. Tieups on the Vir- 
ginia & Truckee line have cut off Vir- 
ginia City.

FACTS ABOUT THE FRISCO. 
The Interstate Commission’s report 
to the Ustied States ate on the Frisco scan- 
dal is chiefly interesting now as a justification of 
two important events which have resulted from 
the Post-Dispatch’s original exposure of the facts 
and our campaign for action based upon them. 
One is the suit brought by the Frisco receivers 
for restitution against officers and directors of 
the road who profited by across-the-table deals. 

The other is President Wilson’s urgent recom- 
mendation that Congress. empower the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to regulate railroad 
finances. 

The commission's investigation demonstrated 
that the collapse of the Frisco was due wholly to 
financial deals and not to the operation of the 
road. There is a direct condemnation of Speyer & 
Co, and of all who participated in the transaction 
for the sale of securities “at a time when every 
appearance indicated the insolvency of the issu- 
ing company.” 

The three principal causes of the insolvency of 
the system, which the commission mentioned, are: 

Disproportionate capitalication which, in 
plain English, means waterlogged securities. 

The acquisition of new lines at excessive 
prices. 

The sacrifice of securities at low prices 
which enabled bankers to make large profits 
im thetr sale to the public. 

In syndicate deals which made large profits 
the Commission tnplicates B. F. Yoakum, 
-Chatrman of the board, various officials of the 
Frisco and officers of the Union Trust Co., 
the syndicate manager. 

In ten eyndicate deals for the purchase of 
‘branch lines the commission notes that the 
profite amounted to $8,444,786.51 on a total 
sum paid in amounting to 386,848, 111. os. 
In other words, the profit was a Uttle less 
than one-third. 

The report comes at an opportune time to give 
added force to the President's recommendation of 
regulation. It should stimulate Congress to 
prompt action to prevent such piracy in railroad 
finance hereafter. 

As for the Frisco System, it is the duty of the 
Court and the receivers to deal out justice to its 
exploiters and obtain justice for the public and 
the innocent investors. The receivership should 
mean something more than a mere tiding over 
of a financial crisis and the return of the road to 
the men who wrecked it for their own profit. It 
should mean an equitable settlement.

If the average was 25 cents for the cars 
alone, the total burden imposed on upper-deck 
traffic would be increased by about $25,000. Other 
vehicles to the number of 519,549 crossed, paying 
from 15 to 35 cents each.
